Polly's Problem 


DEAR POLLY — We are moving into a newly built home 
and I am faced with the problem of removing plaster and 
cem ent from the ceram ic tile bathtub that has non-siip 
circles inside. Can the same method for removing this 
plaster from the tub be used for removing it from the mar­ 
ble window sills? — DEBBIE. 
DEAR DEBBIE — The professional advice I received 
was to VERY carefully remove such chunks with a retrac­ 
table razor blade scraper (bought at the hardware store) 
but not a razor blade. That might scratch the porcelain 
finish. The same carefully used method should remove it 
from the sills as both have the sam e glazed finish. 
One other suggestion was to fill the tub with hot water 
and keep it hot. by refilling from time to time, and then rub 
with a non abrasive dobbie pad such as used for cleaning 
non-stick skillets. Just keep on and on with this. — POLLY.

CHICAGO (UPI) — The 
practice of yoga, an ancient 
Hindu philosophy, is finding 
modern enthusiasts in every 
level of society, according to 
th e 
E n c y c l o p a e d i a 
Britannica. 
E arly p ractitio n ers of 
yoga saw it as a m eans of 
achieving release from the 
bpnds of the world. Today it 
is a religion, a philosophy, an 
exercise, magic, or an entire 
way of life. 
The philosophy of yoga 
inclines to the belief that the 
suppression of all activity of 
body, mind and will can lead 
to liberation of the self and 
union with a supreme con­ 
sciousness. Hence the word 
“yoga” from the Sanskrit 
m eaning 
“ yoking” 
or 
“union.” 
“ In the course of tim e,” 
Britannica 3 says, “certain 
stages of yoga become ends 
in themselves, notably the 
breath in g 
and 
sitting 
postures, as in the yoga 
school of hatha yoga, or yoga 
of violence, which stresses 


c o m p l i c a t e d 
b o d i l y 
a r r a n g e m e n t s , 
a m o n g 
o th ers, 
for 
th erap eu tic 
purposes. At present yoga is 
popular for its bracing and 
relaxing effects.” 
Yoga is based on the an­ 
cient Hindu philosophy of 
“sam khya” which views the 
evolution of the world as 
passing through several 
stages The practice of yoga. 
as Britannica notes, is an 
attem pt to reverse this order 
so that 
man 
could 
“in­ 
creasingly dephenomenalize 
himself, until his self re ­ 
enters its original state of 
purity and consciousness.” 
Its texts are the yogasutras 
of Patanjali, a philosopher 
who lived around 500 B.C. 
A chieving this original 
state is generally done in 
eight 
stag es. 
The 
four 
preparatory stages have to 
do with sexual and dietary 
abstention and avoidance of 
“moral infractions.” There 
are the posture exercises 
designed to blot out physical 
d istractio n s, and breath 


control to encourage com­ 
plete respiratory relaxation. 
In the four final stages, the 
“yogin” 
(or “yogini” for 
women) withdraws his a t­ 
tention from the world. In 
the end he concentrates on 
one object 
which 
finally 
becomes the self, achieving, 
he believes, total release 
from the world. 
In all of this, yoga is ac­ 
tually little different from 
other religions or beliefs, all 
of which aim at some kind of 
nirvana, peace of mind or 
union with God. The dif­ 
ference with yoga is that it 
uses physical m eans to 
achieve these goals.

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During Summer 
Trees Need Watering

Area Horticulturist 
There’s a lonely tree in 
y o u r 
l a n d s c a p e ... one 
wishing you’d pay it a visit 
sometime soon. With record 
high tem peratures soon to 
com e, 
it 
is 
a 
distinct 
possibility that trees are in 
greater need of our help than 
ever before. 
Water is the crucial tool to 
m idsum m er 
tree-growing 
success. Large trees lose 
hundreds of gallons each 
day. They count on you to 
replace the loss. 
“Slow” is the password to 
tree w atering. Take the 
sprinkler off your hose, let it 
trickle slowly 
for 
hours. 
Move it around under the 
tree canopy. 
If you’re using a root- 
feeding rod be careful not to 
insert it too far. Six to eight 
inches would be adequate. 
The m ajority of every tree’s 
roots are right near the 
surface. 
Newly-transplanted trees 
are a bit different. Soaking 
w aterings 
m ay 
m ean 
w aterlogging which may 
mean roots rotting. Water 
moderately 
and 
water a 
little more often. If you’ve 
moved large trees (over six 
to eight feet), it may be that 
you’ll need to prune growth 
back in the heat. 
D am aged root system s 
that could keep up with 
demands in April and May 
suddenly just can’t cope. 
Thinning tops lessens the 
load. 
Fertilizing trees is good 
business. 
Right now, 
if 
you’re keeping up with your 
l a w n ’s 
f e r t i l i z a t i o n 
requirements your trees will 
likely do fine, since most 


trees have gone semidor- 
mant in the heat. 
Late summer applications 
of 10-10-5, 12-6-6, 10-5-5 or 
sim ilar 
fertilizer 
will 
probably be your next major 
treatment. 
For newly-planted trees 
apply a high phosphorus root 
stim ulating 
fertilizer to 
hasten recovery. As in the 
case of watering, surface 
applications are probably 
best, since most roots are 
quite shallow. 


Pruning may be done in 
any season it’s needed.

Sooty mold is a fungal 
disease frequently occurring 
iii the spring on evergreen 
shrubs such as azaleas, 
cam ellias, 
laurels, 
g a r­ 
denias, ligustrum and other 
ornamental plants. 


The mold 
is 
a 
black, 
powdery 
coating 
that 
develops on leaves and twigs 
dining cool, moist, cloudy 
weather, explains Jam es R 
K isinger. 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. There are several 
fungi that grow in the sugary 
honeydew left on plants by 
insects such as white Hies, 
scale 
insects, 
leafhoppers 
and 
aphids. 
Also, 
this 
honeydew 
or 
surgarv 
substance 
may occur 
on 
lower shrubs on which in­ 
sects are not feeding simply 
by falling from larger shrubs 


and overhanging limbs or 
trees 
The fungi that cause sooty 
mold do not directly attack 
plants but 
derive their 
nutrition from the honeydew 
itself. 
Risinger explained. 
This can destroy the beauty 
of plants if the mold con­ 
centration is heavy enough 
to shade out light, causing 
plants to become yellowed 
and stunted. These fungi will 
also grow 
on 
honeydew 
which has fallen on walls, 
sidew alks, 
fences 
and 
automobiles. 
Control of sooty mold is 
indirectly 
achieved 
bv 
controlling the honeydew- 
producing insects. Several 
insecticides art' available to 
control 
these sucking 
in­ 
sects. Select a m aterial 
recommended for use on the 
plant to be treated, Risinger 
suggested.

Station Plant Pathologists 
studying this problem. 
The result is Texans lose in 
several 
w ays. 
T ra n ­ 
sportation charges, included 
in the selling price of such 
plants, often exceed 
one 
third of the wholesale cost of 
ornam entals imported from 
other states. So you have to 
pay more. 
A 
second, 
im portant 
hidden problem of imported 
plants is adaptation. Many of 
these plants are not adapted 
to Texas growing conditions, 
and they 
require special 
care. sometimes as long as 
they live. Many don’t live in 
spite of extra care. 
A third loss to Texans from 
these imported plants is a 
direct loss of income by 
Texas 
grow ers 
of 
o r­ 
namentals. 
A new Experim ent Station 
research program , at Dallas 
and College Station, 
will 
focus on modern methods of 
plant disease 
control 
for 
both the ornam entals in­ 
dustry and the homeowner. 
C ooperative research on 
diseases of ornam entals will 
be done by TAES Plant 
Pathologists Dr. David W. 
Rosberg and 
Dr. 
P. 
F. 
Colbaugh. Colbaugh says 
that initial research efforts 
at the Dallas Research and 
Extension Center have had a 
very favorable response 


from growers in the D alles­ 
port Worth area. 
Both scientists say the 
prim ary purpose of the new 
research is to provide ways 
growers of ornam entals can 
produce disease-free plants. 
They are convinced 
that 
improving the quality 
of 
ornam ental plants produced 
in Texas will result in in­ 
cre a se d production. This 
should allow Texas growers 
to become a m ajor supplier 
of ornamental plants for the 
midwestern 
and 
southern 
states. 
Of course, this should 
result in increased income to 
the growers and Texas. But 
all of us will benefit in yet 
other ways. We’ll be able to 
buy 
disease-free, adapted 
plants at more reasonable 
prices. 
“ P lan t d iseases of all 
types have been observed to 
be responsible for reduced 
production of nursery plants, 
bedding plants and foliage 
plants in the state,” says 
Rosberg. 
“ Root and stem diseases 
which 
orginate 
from 
un­ 
tre a te d potting soil are 
probably the most serious 
concern to n u rserym en. 
These diseases are caused 
by several types of bacteria 
and fungi. Fungi are a group 
of parasitic lower plants that 
live on other plants. They 
lack chlorophyll, the food- 
making green coloring in 
most plants. Fungi include 
m olds, 
ru sts, 
m ildew s, 
sm uts and usually bacteria. 
“ With such a line up of 
enemies, you can see what a 
big job we're taking on. 
These fungi are difficult to 
control by chemical means. 
“ And to make bad m atters 
worse, the presence of this 
type disease is not usually 


detected until severe plant 
dam age has occurred.” says 
Rosberg. 
“ New methods of treating 
potting m ixtures to control 
disease carriers in the soil 
will allow disease-free plants 
to be supplied to the con­ 
sum er,” 
Colbaugh added. 
“ At 
presen t, 
a 
large 
number of foliar diseases 
caused by bacteria, fungi 
and viruses are present on 
some locally grown plants 
and plants imported from 
other states. 
“ The 
presence 
of 
nematodes and disease on 
im ported plants is very 
common. M easures must be 
taken to insure that im ­ 
ported plants are disease- 
free. Methods of cultural and 
chemical disease control will 
be investigated in order to 
prevent the increase and 
spread 
of 
such disease 
problems. 
1 Still another problem we 
m ust 
so lv e ,” 
R osberg 
pointed out, “is injury to 
plants 
caused 
by 
air 
pollution. Plants help im ­ 
prove the quality of the air 
but are subject to injury by 
‘bad’ air. 
“ As both population and ~ 
industry in Texas increase, 
the o rn am en tals industry 
will play an important role in 
improving the quality of life 
for the citizens of this state. 
Plants not only beautify our 
surrounding with 
visual 
delights, 
they 
also can 
perfume and improve the 
quality of the air we breathe. 
City planners should always 
provide sufficient growing 
space for green plants with 
their rem arkable ability to

Uniforms 
For PSA 


In a m ove against the inflationary price trends of 
sporting goods supplies, the Plano Sports Authority has 
decided to no longer provide full uniforms for future 
PSA sports programs. 
The PSA board of directors decided in a Wednesday 
night m eeting that the increasing inflation and price 
fluctuation of sporting goods equipment has m ade it 
necessary to no longer supply full uniforms for par­ 
ticipants of baseball, football, soccer and basketball, 
etc. 
“ In the future, PSA will provide only the jersey for 
each sp o rt.” Duane Leftwich. PSA director said 
“ Plane Sports Authority will continue to supply the 
equipment needed for each sport, however. Such as we 
will supply the footballs and kicking tees, etc., for the 
football program ” 
• Bul we will no longer supply full uniforms. For 


instance, boys in football will be supplied a jersey out 
they will have to buy their own helmets, pants, shoes, 
shoulder pads and mouthpieces, etc.," leftw ich said. 
Partial reason for the move by PSA to stop fur­ 
nishing full uniforms was due to the failure of the 
recent $23,000 fund drive. The drive was held over the 
past month and ended last week 
PSA officials aren’t certain as to how much money 
the non-profit organization raised in the fund drive 
because some workers have failed to report their 
contributions. However. Leftwich said PSA had raised 
about $17,000. 
PSA will no longer supply full uniforms but will set 
safety standards for equipment purchased for use by 
PSA participants, Leftwich added. 
We have reached the point where PSA can’t set a 
registration fee for any program which includes 


uniforms due to the inflation of prices for spoi ting 
goods equipment,” Leftwich said. 
. . . 
, , 
The equipment PSA is now utilizing will be sold 
sometime in July in a sale to the public. The equipment 
will not be sold until after all current programs, boys 
baseball and girls softball, are completed. 
“ For instance, at this sale we will have all out 
football helmets selling for $5,” Leftwich said. "That is 
just pulling a price out of the air because we haven t 
definitely worked out all the details.” 
Al the sale, PSA will dispose of all their stock of 
baseball pants, football pants, football pads, baseball 
caps and socks etc. Only the jerseys for each sport will 
be retained by PSA. 
Rxaet registration fees have not been set for up­ 
coming PSA program s so it is not known what affect 
the PSA move will have on future registration fees.
